W e often hear of men who are said 
to havt died of overwork, but it is sale 
to assume, say s the Youth's Companion, 
that in uah out of ten such cases there 
La i iuou no overwork at all. 
That too 
luuoii work has killed some people is 
not to he doubted, but this does not 
alter the fact that work pure and s im ­ 
ple is one of the rarestof all rare causes 
of math, 
i'he mischief is done by the 
worry which often goes with the work, 
and winch is mistaken for it. 
We do not y et understand the pro­ 
cess by which worry 
undermines the 
geneial health, induces disease of the 
heart, of thearteries and of the kidney s, 
or kills a man before his time; but that 
it docs do such tilings is a fact only too 
well os ablished. 
It is true that worry often leads a 
person to practices which arc them ­ 
selves injurious, such as 
overindul- 
genee in alcohol or tobacco, or perhaps 
the use of opium or cocaine or chloral; 
and disease and death are often at- 
tribui a ale to the action of these pois­ 
ons rather than to the effects of work 
or worry . 
But these will not explain 
the disaster in all cases. 
It may be objected despairingly that, 
II worry is slow suicide, then almost 
none of us can escape. 
Very few men 
can be found who have no unfulfilled 
desires which they are striving to grat­ 
ify , or who are so absolutely secure of 
the future that they may give literal 
heed io the Biblical com m and to take 
no thought for tin* morrow. 
But this forethought is not w or r y ; at 
least it need not be worry ; it is merely 
i incertitude, prudent care for the future, 
or even slight anxiety .
